WASHOUTS ON RAILROADS. 


One Mile of Track Gone on 
Bear River.

THE SOUTHERN C0U4TIES CET THEIR SHARc. 


Injury to Crops In all Directions from 
Overflow.

A m a d o r C om ity . 
I one, A pril 21st.—A drizzling rain set in 
here M onday, and continued until last night, 
when the wind commenced to blow a gale, 
blowing all night. 
T his morning the rain is 
coming down in torrents. 
The back part of 
town is flooded from the hills. 
Sutter creek 
is rising rapidly, anu w ill be out of its banks 
if it rains a few hours longer. 
The Odd F el­ 
lows of lon e have postponed their celebration 
of the 2Cth of April, on account of the 
weather. 
L ater.—Since 10 o’clock Sutter creek has 
run over into town, but is now receding. The 
clouds are breaking away. 
Several hundred 
feet of railroad has been washed out near 
M ule creek. 
A lam ed a C o u n ty . 
N iles.—A lameda creek began to rise this 
morning, and at the present tim e is higher 
than has ever been known before. 
The water 
is spreading all over the valley between here 
and Decoto. 
M uch grain w ill be damaged. 
A camp of Indians for several years have 
lived on an island in the creek. 
Their houses 
have floated away and they have taken refuge 
in the sycamore trees. 
N o assistance can be 
rendered them until the water goes down. 
The railroad and county bridges across the 
creek so far are all right. 
The wind is still 
in the south, with indications of more rain. 
P le a s a n to n .—During the past 21 hours 
we have had the heaviest storm of the season 
—two inches of rainfall and the snow in the 
m ountains m elting at the same time. 
The 
streams are higher than ever known before. 
Several small washouts on the railroad have 
occurred between here and Livermore, but 
men were put on watch of the track and the 
breaks were repaired as soon as discovered. 
Trains passed the breaks with but little de­ 
lay. 
The creek burst its banks just above 
Main street, rushing down through the center 
of our town in torrents, taking w ith it fences 
and small buildings and everything that was 
loose. 
Some fam ilies were driven into the 
sectmd stories of their buildings. 
The whole 
country below this place is one vast sea of 
water. 
This w ill do great damage to the 
crops on all the low lands. 
K ainfall to date, 
19,50 inches. 
The water is falling. 
The 
weather is now clear, with the wind south. 
A la m e d a .—The levee at Crandall's slough 
broke this morning, giving vent to a large 
body of water from the A lam eda creek. 
W here it crosses the county road, between 
Centerville and Alvarado, it is five feet deep. 
B y this break a large am ount of grain land 
wall be nearly a total loss. 
A bout a thou­ 
sand acres are under water. The track of the 
South Pacific Coast Kailroad for nearly three 
m iles, commencing at Hall's, is under water, 
and some of the track is said to be washed 
away. 
One passenger and one freight train 
are lacked at N ew ark in consequence. 
A 
hand car w ith M artin Carter and six men 
started to cross, hut have not been heard 
from yet. 
H u llc C o u n ty . 
C hico.—T he high water expected from the 
late rains was visible in this section this 
morning, and all the streams were full, car­ 
rying 
away m any bridges and impeding 
travel. 
It is impossible to get to the river 
from Chico, but as the rain ceased this morn­ 
ing the fall in the water has been very rapid. 
N early two inches of rain fell in the past 
twenty-four hours. 
There is more snow in 
the m ountains than for m any years at this 
season, and more high water is expected. 
The m ost damage done to grain ¡3 on B utte 
creek. 
O roville.—T he weather is clear here now, 
with the wind south. 
Thermom eter 50”. 
It 
is still storm ing in the mountains, and a 
heavy rain last night and to day on the snow. 
The river fell about two feet since last even­ 
ing. 
Communication between here and M a­ 
rysville by railroad is cut off by high water. 
A t H oncut a sm all bridge gone. 
N o trains 
either w ay to-day, and no mails from below 
to-night. 
The m ail arrived from Laporte 
to-night. 
N o mails w ill arrive over any 
other mountain roads for several days. 
C a la v e ra s 4.’o u n ty . 
M ilto n .—For the past three days we have 
had nearly continuous rains. 
A ll the creeks 
and gulches are full. 
Calaveras river is very 
high. 
The San Andreas stage was not able 
to pas3 to day. 
The stage from Sonora, com ­ 
ing in to-day, upset in Rock creek, near here. 
The passengers and horses were got out with 
great difficulty. 
The driver (Gibbon), in try­ 
ing to get the horses, m ail and express out of 
the creek, was overcome with the cold, and it 
was w ith the greatest difficulty that he was 
got out. 
The stages leaving here for Sonoro 
and M urphy’s were obliged to return. On the 
Calaveras river bottom a good deal of grain 
is overflowed, but it is not known if much 
damage has been done. Trains on the Stock­ 
ton and Copperopolis Railroad 
are running 
all right. 
N o bridges are broken, and no 
washouts have occurred near here. 
It is still 
raining hard from the northwest. 
I t blew 
very hard here last night. 
Colusa County. 
Colusa.—One and forty-five hundredths 
inches of rain has fallen since noon yesterday, 
G inches for April, 3.92 inches since M onday 
morning, and 17.90 inches for the season. 
The river is w ithin three inches of the high- 
water mark, and rising. 
The weather is now 
clear, w ith the wind southwest. 
W illia m s .—The heaviest rain-storm oc­ 
curred Monday and Tuesday ever known 
here at this season. The ranches north of 
town along Freshwater creek are overflowed. 
Four hundred acres of grain on Big ranch 
and the grain fields of Ash and Harris are 
under water, and will suffer much damage. 
The Bartlett Springs stage, which left here 
Monday, and was due last night, has not 
been heard from, and is probably water- 
bound by Cache creek. 
Owing ts a wash-out 
near Woodland the Sacramento train could 
not arrive to-day. 
Contra Costa County. 
M a rtin e z . — The storm has been very 
severe, flooding the low lands and injuring 
many fine grain fields. 
Pacheco is badly 
flooded. 
.Some bridges have been carried 
away and communication interrupted. The 
railroad in most directions on this side is all 
right, trains coming through on time. 


R1 Dorado County. 
G eorgetown.—The hardest rain of the 
season is falling here now. 
Over four inches 


have fallen in the last twenty-four hours, 
m ost of which fell during the night. 
The 
thermom eter stands here at -14°, which is an 
indication that the rain reaches at least eight 
miles above here, where the snow that fell 
during the past ten days lies at a depth of 
from two to two and a half feet. 
It is rain­ 
ing now at the rate of one inch in three 
hours. 
P la c e r v ille .—The rain-storm for the last 
twelve hours has been the heaviest thus far 
this season. 
H angtow n creek has been away 
up. 
M orrill’s bridge at W eber creek has 
beeD carried away. 
N o stage arrived tc-day, 
on account of high water and broken bridges. 
A portion of the Olympic Club H all has been 
carried away. 
The streams are generally 
higher than for several years past. 
Some 
houses in town were blown down. 
I t rained 
about 17 miles above Placerville. 
The snow 
is about six feet deep at the Pacific H ouse. 


F re sn o t o iin ly . 
F r e sn o .—Heavy southeast 
winds have 
prevailed for the past forty-eight hours. But 
little rain has fallen on the plains during the 
storm, though it has been raining heavily 
since 12 o’clock to-day in the foothills. Some 
damage has been done to the mountain roads. 
Tho crops are the finest ever seen here, but 
some of the more advanced grain is falling. 
No more rain is required to mature crops. 


Los A ngeles C o u n ty . 
Los A n g e le s .—It commenced raining here 
about 3 o’clock this afternoon, and at 8:15 .07 
of an inch had fallen. 
It commenced very 
gently, with a stiff southeast wind, but the 
rain increased constantly, and about 9 o’clock 
rained as hard as has ever been known here. 
It is still raining, with a prospect of continu­ 
ing indefinitely. 


M erced C ount}’. 
M erced .—The weather since the 16th has 
continued showery to the present time, the 
heaviest rains falling upon the 16th and to­ 
day. 
The amount falling to-day sines 5 
o’clock this morning is .50 of an inch, for 
April 4.29 inches, and for the season 10.99 
inches. 
Snow is lying upon the coast range 
of mountains to the west, and upon the 
Sierra Nevada range to the east of us. 
The 
San Joaquin river at Dickinson’s ferry is 
within two feet of high-water mark, and all 
the streams, incluuing the Chowchilla and 
Fresno rivers and Mariposa and Bear creeks, 
on the east side of the San Joaquin river, are 
overflowing their banks, filling the low lands 
with water. 
The Btreams on the west side 
of the valley are also booming as far as Fire- 
baugh’s ferry, and the probabilities are in 
favor of very high water. The rain has now 
ceased and the sun is shining. 
The weather 
is calm and warm. 
So far no damage is re­ 
ported from the storm in this county. 


M o n terey C o u n t . 
G o n za les.—Eleven hours of steady rain 
fell up to 11 o’clock to-day. 
Total rainfall, 
.81» of an inch, making a total for the season 
of 9.47 inches. 


M c n ilo rin o C o u n ty . 
U kiah.—Amount of rain for the season, 
40.52 inches ; for the month 11 inches. 
The 
water in the streams is the highest of the 
season, there having fallen almost 6 inches of 
rain in the last three days. Some farm land 
is at present under water, but little damage 
anticipated at this time. There is some snow 
on the mountains around the valley. Stock 
will do well this season. 


N evada C o u n ty . 
G rass V a lle y .—The severest storm for 
many years is still raging here. The temper­ 
ature is moderate. 
It has been raining in the 
mountains, on top of from one to thirteen feet 
of snow, for the last twenty-four hours. Rain­ 
fall h r the last eighteen hours ending at 10 
A. sr., 4.50 inches. 
The valley lands are cer­ 
tain of an overflow unless the rain changes to 
snow in the mountains to-day. 
N ev a d a .—The storm continued with una­ 
bated fury until 3 P. u. to-day. 
Rainfall for 
the last twenty-four hours, 5.20 inches, 
total for the season, 57.52. Wind southeast. 
Appearances indicate more rain. The ther­ 
mometer throughout varied only from 40” to 
42°, which indicates snow on the mountains a 
few miles distant. 
Stage men report the 
amount of snow in the upper part of the 
county as being greater than ever before 
known. 
The roads in the immediate vicinity 
of this city are almost impassable. 
All the 
principal bridges remain firm. 
The roads

M eteoric I ron in S now.— O bservations 
of snow collected on m ountain tops, and 
w iti.in the arctic circle, far beyond the in ­ 
fluence of factories and sm oke, confirm th e 
supposition th a t m inute particles of iron 
float in th e atm osptiere, and in tim e fall to 
the earth. 
B y som e m en of science these 
floating particles of iron arc believed t s 
bear som e relation to th e phenom ena of the 
aurora. 
G ronem ann, of G ottm gen, for in ­ 
stance, holds th a t stream s of the particles 
revolve around th e sun, and that, w hen 
passing th e earth, th ey are attracted to 
th e poles, thence stretch in g forth as long 
■¡laments into space ; but, as they travel 
with planetary velocity, th ey becom e ig­ 
nited in th e earth ’s atm osphere, and in this 
w ay produce th e w ell-know n lum inous 
appearance characterizing auroral phenom ­ 
ena. 
Prof. N ordenskjold, w ho exam ined 
snow in the far north, beyond Spitsbergen, 
says th a t he has found in it exceedingly 
m inute particles of m etallic iron, phos­ 
phorus and cobalt.

Tuesday night. 
Tub Supreme Court at Los Angeles yesterday

Indians to the number of 200 have left the Fort 
Stanton (New Mexico) reservation to join Victorio.

A RICH discovery of silver is reported near Eureka 
Springe, A. T. 
M. C. Ueorok has been nominated for Congress 
by the Oregon Republicans. 
Full reports from all parts of the State are given 
this morning in regard to the late storm. It will be 
seen that it was general, the southern portion, as 
well as the northern, being visited. Considerable 
damage wag done by overflow, etc., but no serious 
disaster is reported. 


A TARIFF POLL TAX. 
And now the makers of silk hats have 
come forward and asked to be relieved from 
the oppression imposed upon them by the 
tariff. It appears that the black silk plush, 
and the silk hands and lining and binding 
used in making hats, are nearly all import­ 
ed, and the duty upon all this material is 
sixty per cent. The black silk plush can 
only be made in France ; at least all efforts 
to make it in other countries have thus far 
failed, and an attem pt to establish a manu­ 
factory in the United States resulted in the 
almost total loss of the capital invested. 
Thus there are no home industries to be 
“ protected ” by the tariff on silk-hat ma­ 
terial, but on the contrary the only home 
industry that is concerned is being crushed 
out by the heavy hand of the Government. 
'The hat-makers put the ease as follows : 
“ Here, then, we have a strange anomaly, 
“ of a once flourishing manufacturing inter- 
“ est almost crushed out by a Government 
“ tax intended to foster home industry. 
“ Hundreds of skilled artisans, men who 
“ have spent years in acquiring the profi- 
“ ciency required by their delicate trade, 
“ deprived of 
a livelihood, and the 
Government itself, by the oppressive- 
“ ness of the tax, deprived of the 
“ revenue that formerly accrued to it 
“ when the rate of duty was lighter—in a 
“ word, a home industry destroyed, no 
“ home industry promoted, and the Gov­ 
e rn m e n t revenue cut off.” This is cer­ 
tainly a satisfactory outcome of an attem pt 
to protect home industry, but it is not one 
w hit more absurd and mischievous than 
three-fourths of the workings of the tariff. 
The tax upon the material of silk hats re­ 
sults in imposing a poll-tax of one dollar 
upon every American citizen who wears a 
silk hat. That is one aspect of the case, 
but it has another, which is the one calling 
out the appeal of the hat-makers. Govern­ 
ment has put an embargo on their industry 
by compelling them to charge prices which 
drive the public to buy cheaper kinds of 
hats. They have taught themselves to 
make silk hats, and the Government now 
prohibits them from earning their living 
by making these hats. It will be seen at 
once that in this case the tariff operates 
as an invidious discrimination against 
a particular industry, and that it is 
in fact equivalent to a law “ regulatiDg ” 
the prices of hats. 
In other cases this 
kind of robbery and confiscation is 
usually justified on the ground that it is 
for the protection of some home industry ; 
the said industry being one which either 
could not stand upon its own bottom, and 
therefore ought never to have been estab­ 
lished, or which can support itself, hut 
prefers, naturally enough, to be enriched 
by a tax levied on the general public. The 
hatters, however, represent a home indus­ 
try which is being destroyed by protection, 
not only without any compensating benefit 
to the revenues, but to its positive injury. 
Nor is this a unique case, but only one out 
of many in which the tariff products 
equally mischievous and inequitable effects. 
The iron and sugar and paper makers, how­ 
ever, will of course resist the removal of 
even such abuses, lest they should open 
the door to a general tariff reform. 


THE UNEASINESS OF THE PORTE. 


THE SAFETY OF SACRAMENTO. 


It is reported that the Turkish Govern­ 
m ent is very anxious in regard to the 
future Eastern policy of England, now 
that the Liberals are in power. Remem­ 
bering the extreme energy of Mr. Glad­ 
stone’s oratorical treatm ent of “ the un­ 
speakable Turk,” a short time ago, and his 
firmly expressed belief that the expulsion 
of the Ottoman race from Europe v asa 
necessity of the times, it is not surprising 
that the Porte should feel uneasy. W hat 
the Liberals will really do remains to be 
seen, but it may be predicted without 
much risk that their programme will be 
far more conservative than were their 
declarations when they were in opposition. 
The responsibility attaching to the posses­ 
sion 
of 
power 
necessarily 
compels 
caution 
in 
such 
cases, and 
even 
Mr. 
Gladstone, "with his theological 
bias and his tendency to fanaticism, 
will doubless pause before advocating Mr. 
Freeman’s short and easy plan of solv­ 
ing the Eastern problem by driving 
all the Turks into Asia, bag and baggage. 
Meantime the Turks appear to be drifting 
so rapidly towards their Niagara that the 
W estern Powers may at any time find 
themselves confronted with the necessity 
of adopting some positive policy in regard 
to the Ottoman Empire. The treasury of 
the Porte is empty, no revenue is being 
collected in the provinces, there is scarcely 
a pretense of Government in the country, 
and there are no resources left to fall back 
upon. 
Under these circumstances it is 
evidently possible that the Liberal Gov­ 
ernment may at an early day be called on 
to say what shall be done with Turkey, 
and in such a case it will be necessary for 
Ministers to take a decided position in re­ 
gard to Russia also. As the English people 
are by no means reconciled to the great 
Northern Power, this is likely to be a 
very difficult and dangerous question, and 
the adoption at such a moment of Mr. 
Cladstone’s peculiar views might produce 
a serious weakening of the new govern­ 
ment. 


It is a very difficult thing for either men 
or cities to outlive the memories of the 
past. Sacramento years ago suffered every­ 
thing short of absolute destruction that 
could be inflicted by inundation, and all 
her expenditures upon precautionary meas­ 
ures since that time have failed to eradi­ 
cate the recollection of her misfortunes. 
Whenever a storm of unusual severity 
visits this valley, whenever high water is 
apprehended in the American or Sacra­ 
mento rivers, inquiry begins to be made 
from all parts of the State as to the prob­ 
ability of another flood in Sacramento. 
So determined are some of our neighbors 
that we shall not escape that when an 
overflow occurs like that from Burns’ 
slough two years ago, it Í3 at once magni­ 
fied into a flood, and sometimes the San 
Francisco papers have undertaken to main­ 
tain that we must be flooded, even though 
we were not aware of it. 
And though 
there has been a great deal of misplaced 
and uncalled-for anxiety and fear in this 
regard, outside of the city, and though in 
fact our levees have thus far done their 
whole duty, it 
must be 
admitted 
that 
our 
own 
public 
has 
not 
been altogether free from apprehensions 
when, as recently, the skies lowered, and 
the windows of heaven seemed opened to 
their widest capacity. Nor at such times 
does it appear to us to be the highest wis­ 
dom or the best policy to ridicule and 
pooh-pooh all these expressions of fear, or 
to set up the assertion that there is no 
danger whatever. Cases have been known 
in which communities, by thus persistently 
ignoring the signs and indications held out 
by Nature, have built for themselves that 
unstable kind of confidence known as a 
“ Fool’s Paradise,” and in such cases the 
awakening has always been painful. We 
take it that there is only one plain and cer­ 
tain way by which the safety of Sacramento 
can be so assured that neither her neighbors 
nor her citizens will have cause to enter­ 
tain anxious apprehensions for her intim es 
of high water, and we submit that as prac­ 
tical business men we ought, all of us, to 
recognize the necessity of following this 
course. There can be no doubt that 
the fears which have been and still are 
felt in this connection are injurious 
to the city, and this is so whether they are 
well or ill-founded. To get rid of them, 
and to put Sacramento beyond the possi­ 
bility of danger from floods, is the com- 
mon-sense policy, and this policy ought to 
be taken hold of forthwith, and made the 
central purpose and object of our munici­ 
pal government. The way to obtain the 
reputation of safety is to be safe. If we 
were entirely safe at present there would 
not be the doubt that is unquestionably 
both felt and expressed so frequently by 
many of our citizens. The case stands 
now in this way : We have a strength of 
levee which is generally believed to be 
sufficient for all ordinary emergencies; 
but m hen extraordinary emergencies arise, 
nothing but actual test can determine 
whether we are sufficiently protected. 
Now this is not a satisfactory condition. 
A satisfactory condition would be a 
strength of levee sufficient to meet any 
conceivable assaults, and that is the only 
standard of efficiency with which Sacra­ 
mento should rest content. 


Our levees should in the first place lie so 
extended and strengthened, on paper, as 
that the system, when completed, would 
be as little liable to overthrow as the ever­ 
lasting hills from whose sides the hostile 
floods pour. That is the way the sturdy 
and indomitable old Hollanders built the 
dikes which were to be their sole defense 
against the devouring ocean. They built 
as if they were building for eternity instead 
of for time, and their work has w ithstood 
the most tremendous assaults of the sea for 
generations. It is thus that Sacramento 
should build, if she wishes to relieve both 
her own apprehensions and those of her 
neighbors. Nor need tho scheme we have 
in mind involve any onerous burden 
of taxation. 
The secret of the plan 
is, systematic 
and continuous work. 
The plans once drawn, they could 
be built up slowly and leisurely, as 
the funds at disposal permitted. A very 
moderate sum expended yearly in adding 
to ami carrying further towards comple­ 
tion a well devised and thorough system of 
levees, would in live years or so give us a 
line of defense capable of withstanding the 
heaviest storms and freshets that the 
Sierra can pour down. In carrying out 
such a system, moreover, it would be pos­ 
sible to adorn as well as protect the city. 
There should be a driveway on the top 
of the principal levee, and this driveway 
could be made an ornament to the place 
and a favorite resort for the people. 
No extravagant expenditure is required 
by this method, nor any abandonment of 
what has been done already. All that 
needs to be added is system, and that is 
an aid to economy, not an excuse for 
waste. It appears to us that business 
iucd, who must perceive the harm that is 
done to Sacramento by the constantly re­ 
curring doubts and fears to which the 
present situation tends, ought, if only 
for the sake of their own interests, to 
unite in urging the adoption of the policy 
we have suggested. 
The impetus that 
would be given to business, to the invest­ 
ment of capital in permanent improve­ 
ments, to everything that solidities and 
assures community growth and prosperity, 
by such a course, is incalculable. It is in 
our opinion the most urgent need of the 
time, and it is one which should not be 
dallied with, seeing that when the summer 
comes the notorious infirmities of human 
memory are apt to make even sensible 
people indifferent to the possible perils of 
future winters. 


MORE SEWERS NEEDED. 
The late storm has demonstrated the need 
of more sewers in the northern part of the 
city very forcibly. Especially has the de­ 
mand for sewers in Fifteenth and Seven­ 
teenth streets been shown. The lowest 
sewer at present is in Thirteenth street, 
and from that point up to Twentieth there 
are no means of escape for surplus surface 
water, which now has converted G and 
parts of H streets into miniature canals, 
not only to the immediate inconvenience of 
the residents in that quarter, but to the 
probable future dissemination of malaria. 
The section referred to has been settling up 
very rapidly during the past two years, 
and there is no longer any excuse for re­ 
fraining from building sewers there. At 
least two more sewers ought to be con­ 
structed this summer, and we have men­ 
tioned Fifteenth and Seventeenth streets 
as 
the 
proper 
localities 
for tkem 
because these streets have already been 
marked out for that purpose on the general 
map, and because they come next in order 
properly. It is indeed time that far moie 
attention should be paid to sewerage gen­ 
erally, for the present provision iá very in­ 
adequate, and one result of this is that 
whenever from any cause the low grades 
and lots are overflowed, a great quantity of 
sewage is washed out of its receptacles, and 
being distributed over the surface of the 


ground, becomes a disease-breeder when 
the evaporation of the water takes place. 
Public hygiene in fact, has been too much 
Deglected in the past, and it is necessary 
that more attention should henceforth be 
given to it. 
THE TAY BRIDGE DISASTER. 


PACIFIC SLOPE NEWS. 


Portions of the lattice work of the Tay 
bridge have been recovered, and it is said 
that they bear marks confirming the theory 
of the builder of the structure, to the 
effect that the train must have left the 
rails before it went off the bridge. It is 
possible that this was the manner of the 
catastrophe, but even if it was, the fact 
does not account for the collapse of the 
bridge, while the character of the material 
employed in its construction dees afford 
some insight into the cause of the disaster. 
Had not the bridge been built of had iron, 
improperly fastened, there seems no reason 
to doubt its capacity to have stood, for the 
plan was not defective. But it was the 
duty of the architect to see that the con­ 
tractors who supplied the material observed 
their undertakings faithfully, and it is 
clear that he could not have performed this 
duty, or. the bridge would not have been 
constructed so badly as it was. 
KING THEEBAU. 
An unconfirmed report states that Thee- 
bau, King of Burmah, has died of small­ 
pox. The drath of the King of Burmah 
would ordinarily be of noconsequence tothe 
rest of the world, but in this case it would 
signify the tardy removal of a most bloody 
and cruel wreteh, whose life has been one 
unbroken succession of hideous crimes, who 
has been a curse and terror to his subjects, 
and a nuisance to his neighbors. It is there­ 
fore to he hoped that the news of his death 
is true, but the probabilities of its confirma­ 
tion are, we regret to say, slight, since it 
is observable that people of his kind are 
seldom taken out of the way, whereas 
good people are ruthlessly extinguished. 


FALL OF A BULKHEAD. 
Sensation on Callfornia-Street Hill—Con­ 
servatories Demolished. 
ISan Francisco Bulletin, April 21st.] 
A t about 3:30 o’clock this morning, the 
dwellers on Pine street between Taylor 
and Jones were aroused from sleep by a 
tremendous noise that seemed to be made 
by the eruption of a volcano or by some 
other equally great phenomenon of Nature. 
A t first many thought that an earthquake 
was overturning the crest of California- 
strqet hill upon them, especially when they 
heard the crash of conservatories and felt 
their houses shiver as they were struck 
and crushed in from the rear. Although 
the crashing, roaring and tum ult dazed 
every one at first, it was soon remembered 
that the wall in the rear of the houses had 
been considered unsafe for some time, and 
the correct conclusion was arrived at that 
this wall had fallen. 
The high stone wall which was built at 
the rear of the lot of Robert Sherwood, op­ 
posite the residence of Charles Crocker, on 
California street, had been considered un­ 
safe for some time, and the recent rains 
had so undermined it that it gave signs of 
soon giving away. Yesterday Mr. Sher­ 
wood warned the people living on Pine 
street of the dangerous condition of the 
wall, so that they might be prepared for 
its fall at any moment. But the catas­ 
trophe, coming as it did in the early morn­ 
ing, seemed to the terrified people 
startled 
from sleep like the crash 
of 
doom. 
The 
wall 
was twenty- 
five feet high, measuring from the 
back yards of 
the houses on Pine 
street to its top. 
It wa3 five feet 
broad at its base, tapering to two feet at 
the top. It was built about two years ago 
of rough stone and cement. The earth of 
the lot was banked up against it to within 
about eight feet of the top, where a sort of 
terrace was made, and a platform about 
twenty feet wide built from the top of the 
wall to the embankment. Thus there was 
left a kind of chamber to the north of the 
wall covered by the walk. 
The water 
drainingsfrom the lot collected, it appears, 
in this chamber, and working down the in­ 
side of the wall, undermined it. About 
00 feet of the wall, beginning at the east­ 
ern corner, fell, leaving about 40 feet of 
the western end standing, 
The houses on Pine street, towards 
which it fell, were situated about 50 feet 
away, but the yards between the houses 
and the wall contained conservatories and 
sheds, all of which wrere covered up by the 
falling mass of masonry and earth. The 
stones from the top of the falling wall were 
hurled up against the rear of the houses, 
crushing in some, and damaging nearly all. 
The south end of the wall in falling crushed 
in the cow-shed and buried the chicken- 
house of George B. Knowles, 009 Taylor 
Rtreet. Some thirty chickens were buried 
beneath the debris. 
The cow-shed was 
demolished, but the cow managed to escape 
before the building came down upon her, 
and received only a few slight injuries. 
The side of the stable was crushed in, but 
not enough to injure the two valuable 
horses therein, although the hoards of 
their 
stalls 
were 
wrenched out of 
place. 
This end of the wall came 
down against the rear of the house 
of Robert E. Doyle, No. 1012 Pine street, 
but did little damage other than destroy­ 
ing an outhouse. The next house, the res­ 
idence of William Ashburuer, did not fare 
so we'l, the falling wall, after destroying 
sheds and covering three tons of coal, 
struck the end of the L and crushed in 
the bottom. The hot-house in the rear of 
No. 1011) Pine street, belonging to M at­ 
thew D. Carr, was destroyed, together 
with all the outhouses. The rear of the 
house was also broken in, and the stairs 
leading to the upper rooms were destroyed. 
A lady who was in one of the rooms had 
to be taken from her unpleasant position 
by means of a ladder. The back yard of 
James Oglesby, 101S Pine street, was also 
covered, and a conservatory demolished. 
The house itself was injured slightly. The 
conservatory of A. T. Fletcher, 1020 Pine 
street, was partially destroyed by the 
western end of the falling wall. The par­ 
tially demolished structure stands just be­ 
neath that portion of the wall that still 
stm ds, but as it was proposed to pull 
down this wall during 
the 
day, 
the remaining plants will probably 
be destroyed. 
That there was no 
more serious loss is due to the fact that 
the wall was situated so far in the rear of 
the honses. Had the distance from the 
wall to the houses been five or six feet less 
the rears of nearly all the buildings above 
mentioned would have been demolished. 
It is stated that the persons living in the 
houses above named protested against the 
building of the wall when it was being 
erected, Borne two years ago, deeming it 
unsafe. It was proposed to procure an in­ 
junction on the work, but the plan was 
abandoned on account of the trouble and 
expense. Mr. Sherwood will tear down 
the wall that remains standing, and will 
terrace his property instead of buildiDg an­ 
other wall. 
, 
It was stated that the wall surrounding 
Leland Stanford’s lot, on Pine and Powell 
streets again shows signs of giving way. 
Sume of the old cracks have again opened, 
the water finding its way through the wall 
on the Pine street side. The bulging of 
the center of the wall on the Pine street 
side is quite marked. This wall, however, 
is far more solidly built than that of Mr. 
Sherwwod, being 16 feet broad at the base 
and S feet at the top.

The Case o f Doyle, tlie G eorgia DoRm ller. 
C arried lo n H igher C ourt .Suicide ot 
th e P risoner—The Case or III’n I- K earney. 
Los A ngeles, April 21st.—S. R. Hoyle, 
the defaulting Tax Collector from Georgia, 
whose case lias been so prominently before 
the people of two cities for the past month, 
took his case out ot the Supreme to a higher 
court last night by committing suicide in his 
cell in the jail. By some means he had been 
furnished with a bulldog revolver, and about 
11 o’clock, after writing a letter to his counsel 
and one to his wife, now in Alabama, lay 
down in his bed anil smoked a cigar. Without 
giving the slightest hint or intimation of his 
intention, he suddenly turned over and shot 
himself, the hall passing entirely through the 
body just above the heart, coming out at the 
back. He lived about ten minutes, during 
which time he conversed with his guard, who 
was in the room at the time he shot himself, 
and Mr. Collier, the agent of the State of 
Georgia. Ail inquest was held and a verdict 
returned according to the facts. On his 
clothing beiDg searched, a watch, some money 
and other valuables, and a watch spring saw 
were found, together with a deringer pistol 
sewed up in his garments. It is still a mys­ 
tery as to where he procured the weapon 
with which he accomplished self-destruction. 
An application was made to the Supreme 
Court this morning for a writ of habeas 
corpus for Denis Kearney, which was oidered 
to issue, returnable to the Superior Court at 
San Francisco, Judge Daingerfield to desig­ 
nate the department of the Court to hear the 
case. The Supreme Court granted the writ, 
but declined to hear the matter. 
OREGON. 
Ri pu blican M ale C o ntentio n. 
P ortland (Or.), April 21st.—The State 
Republican Convention convened at 11 a. 51. 
to-day, and was called to order by David 
Froman, Chairman of the State Central 
Committee. -I. C. Peebles was elected tem­ 
porary Chairman. A Committee on Cre­ 
dentials was appointed and the Convention 
adjourned until 1 P. M.

P ortland, April 21st.—The Convention 
met at 1 p. M. 
The Committee on Credentials submitted 
their report, which was adopted. 
Committees on Permanent Organization, 
Order of Business and Platform were ap­ 
pointed, and the Convention adjourned until 
4 p. 51. 
The Convention reassembled at the hour 
appointed, and the Committee on Platform 
submitted a report, which was read and 
adopted. The platform asserts the purpose 
of the Republican party to maintain and ad­ 
minister the affairs of the Government of the 
State by strict economy and a faithful adher­ 
ence to the Constitution and laws thereof 
and of the United States; is in favor of a 
thorough revision and equalization of our sys­ 
tem of taxation ; that we propose to maiutain

rs of the National Government, to the end 
hat every citizen, poor or rich, black or white, 
may be secured in the full enjoyment of civil 
and political rights; that the overthrow of the 
rights of the elective franchise, of liberty and 
life, by which means free government in a 
portion of the States has been defeated, and 
the manifested fraud and threatened violence 
in others, together with the attempted nulli­ 
fication of the laws of the General Govern­ 
ment and the decisions of the Supreme Court 
thereon by Congressional action, in the in­ 
terests of the Democratic party, is an at­ 
tempted revolution, and must be met as such ; 
declares against State’s rights ; declares against 
the recent action of the State Democratic 
Convention in censuring the Supreme Court 
of the United States; declares that the at­ 
tempt by the leaders of the Democratic party 
to defraud the people of the State out of an 
electoral vote was an outrage unparalleled in 
the political history of the State, which, to­ 
gether with the Maine infamy and the at­ 
tempt to unseat members in the halls of Con­ 
gress for a base partisan advantage, deserves 
the condemnation of all fair-minded men ;

TUe Fishermen's Mrlkc. 
A storia, April 21st. — The fishermen’s 
strike still continues. About 500 oouvened 
in Library Hall this afternooon. The cannery 
owners were invited to discuss the question, 
and seven Astoria canneries were represented. 
Messrs. Leinenweber and John A. Devlin 
addressed the meeting, and were allowed a 
fair hearing. They closed their remarks with 
an emphatic and positive statement that it 
would be ruinous to any catineryuian to pay 
00 cents for salmon, and expressed a firm de­ 
termination to keep their canneries closed the 
whole season l ather than incur the loss which 
must inevitably follow if they paid the prices 
demanded. The fishermen then discussed the 
question among themselves for three hours. 
The result of a vote by ballot for 50 or 60 
cents was 411 votes for 00 and only 11 for 50 
cents, and there the matter stands. In the 
speeches of the fishermen they generally de­ 
precated any attempt to injure any individ­ 
uals or any property in order to carry their 
point.

Stickeen river is still closed. 
W. C. Garfield and another miner have 
just arrived here from Ruby creek, having 
made the trip down in three days. While 
trying to reach Dungeness light on Monday, 
they were overtaken by an easterly wind, 
which changed to southeasterly, and then to 
the southwest, which latter drove them fifteen 
miles outside of the light. Here the tide and 
wind being in opposite directions caused the 
sea to run high, and they only escaped drown­ 
ing by rigging a drag and constantly baling 
the water out of the canoe. By daylight 
yesterday morning they had nearly perished, 
having been without food and water and sub­ 
ject to constant labor for thirty-six hours. 
They then espied two vessels coming up the 
Straits, which proved to be the ship Shirley 
and the barkentine Kate Flickinger. The 
Shirley being first to arrive within sight and 
hearing of the parties in the canoe, she was 
repeatedly signaled by hoisting a flag of dis­ 
tress and waving of hats, but failed to take 
any notice of the signs, passing within a short 
distance of them. It seems that Captain 
Raven, of the barkentine Flickinger, noticed 
the signs made, and seeing the Shirley pass 
without rendering assistance, he made signs 
to those in the canoe that he would come to 
their rescue, and immediately came into 
stays, stood far enough to the windward so 
as to reach them on the next tack, and with 
every sfitch of canvas set reached the men 
and took them on board, where they were 
kindly treated in every way. The men had 
given up all hopes of reaching land alive. 
Garfield reports the trip to Ruby creek by 
Skagit river as attended with many difficul­ 
ties and actual dangers to life and property. 
On the way dowu the river, at the second 
rapid below Goodal’s landing, their shovel­ 
nosed canoe, with seven occupants, was 
swamped, and about seven-eighths of 
all their «property, money, etc., was lost, 
one of the party nearly losing his life. The 
same day another party of seven, in the same 
kind of a canoe, handled by Indians, was 
capsized at the Portage, anil all their prop­ 
erty lost. He reports from three to ten feet 
of Hiiow through the country, and the rivers 
constantly rising. He brought back good 
specimens of gold-dust, taken from a placer 
claim just below the mouth of Ruby creek. 
He states it positively to oe his opinion that 
no wotk can be done before August. Many 
miners who arrived by the Skagit route in­ 
formed him that they would certainly return 
by Fort Hope. The diggings, in his opinion, 
are not nearly as extensive as reported. 
A nother M ysterious T ragedy— K an an d 
W ife Found .M urdered. 
W alla W alla, April 21st.— Again the 
people of this country are shocked by the 
news of another double murder. The Walla 
Walla Statesman has just received a special 
dispatch, statin" that a man and wife, Will­ 
iam and Mary Lishan, had been found mur­ 
dered about four miles southeast ot the Uma­ 
tilla Agency, and a mile and a half from 
(Jayuse Station, on the slope of the Blue 
mountains. The victims had pitched their 
tent and started a little farm on the banks. 
Lishan was killed in bed, from which he had 
not moved. The woman had evidently pre­ 
pared to retire, but had not, and from her 
position had her babe in her arms 
at the time. 
An ax was used to 
do the deed, after which the murderer 
walked out and struck the ax into the fence. 
Money was evidently not the object of the 
murder, for all the property was found 
intact. The baby was found outside the 
tent, where it had laid all night in a snow­ 
storm. The wounds are fearful on the man. 
One gash extends froin the center of the fore­ 
head to the back, splitting the ear, another 
directly across the eyes, ami a third from 
over the left eye to the top of the head—all 
the depth of the ax blade. On the woman’s 
head are four horrible gashes—one on the left 
temple extending down three inches, one ex­ 
tending from the chin to the forehead, one 
from a little above the meeting of the eye­ 
brows around the head below the ear to the 
back of the neck, and one in the back of the 
neck, severing the neck bone. 
BRITISH 4 OLI MRIA. 
Items from Victoria. 
V ictoria, April 21st. — The steamship 
Victoria arrived this morning from San 
Francisco, discharged cargo, and has gone on 
to Nanaimo. 
The steam yacht Lancashire Witch arrived 
this morning. 
The flagship is undergoing a thorough 
overhauling, and visitors are excluded for the 
present.

T ccson, April 21st.—A special to the Citi­ 
zen from Silver City, N. M., says : By a pri­ 
vate letter received this morning it is learned 
that 200 Mescaleros have left the Fort Stan­ 
ton reservation to join Victorio. 
New Railroad Town*—Rich Discovery of 
Sliver—Patagonia District. 
T ccson, April 21st.—The location of Ben­ 
son, the railroad town of San Pedro river, is 
about 45 miles from Tucson and three-quar­ 
ters of a mile west of the river, on a plateau 
of the valley. It contains ICO acres of land, 
and has been laid off in blocks and lots, with 
eight streets running north and south, and 
six avenues named Patagonia, Huachuca, 
San Pedro, Gila, Catarina and Dragoon. 
These names represent the names of the prin­ 
cipal mountain ranges and the two rivers of 
this section. Beeson will be 25 miles from 
Tombstone.- The location is considered 
healthy, and commands a beautiful view of 
the surrounding country. 
Cienega station has been fixed 28 miles 
east of Tucson. 
Side-tr.-.ck, station-house, 
water tank and freight house will be built at 
once. Freight for Empire and Patagonia 
districts will be delivered there, and the 
mails for the same districts. The station will 
be opened next week. Stages for Tombstone, 
New Mexico and Patagonia will leave 
Cienega next Wednesday. 
A rich discovery of silver is reported near 
Eureka Springs, about 100 miles east of Tuc­ 
son.

Patagonia district is fast becoming the cen­ 
ter of the mining excitement The travel to 
the district is rapidly increasing.

PA0ITI0 COAST ITEMS. 


The annual closing exhibition of the 
State Normal School takes place on May 
20th. 
The Alameda County Clerk has issued 
twenty marriage licenses during the past 
two weeks. 
The City License Collector of Oakland 
has collected nearly §7,000 for licenses 
since April 1st. 
It is estimated that the total shipment 
of eggs from W atsonville last mouth will 
exceed 60.000 dozen. 
J. K. Luttrell is ill at the East with 
pneumonia. His wife was telegraphed for, 
and went East on last Friday’s train. 
Several Lake county citizens contem­ 
plate going to western Texas this spring 
and summer to engage in stock-raising. 
That harbinger of spring, the fresh-fish 
jnan, has put in an appearance at Downie- 
Yille. He packed his wares on a mule 
from Camptonville, via Brandy City. 
Thirty-one civil suits were brought in 
the Superior Court at San Jose during the 
month of March, and 29 have been brought 
since the 1st of April. 
The spring clip of wool is just beginning 
to arrive at Stockton in small lots. The 
quality is considered fair. 
Prices range 
from 23 to 28 cents per pound. 
Some of the streams coursiDg through 
the valley, says the Santa Rosa llepublican, 
have cut channels wide aud deep in the 
memory of men. The soil is alluvial, and 
contains buried traces of prehistoric for­ 
ests aud other forms of life. At certain 
points along M ark-W est creek the steep 
banks of the recently-formed channels ex­ 
posed layers of ashes and charcoal where 
fires consumed timber ten or fifteen feet 
below the present surface. 
At 10 o’clock Tuesday eight hearses con­ 
veyed from Coroner Hamilton’s undertak­ 
ing establishment at Oakland to the Moun­ 
tain View Cemetery all that remained of 
the bodies of the unfortunate white men 
who were hurled into eternity at the great 
giant powder explosion last Friday after­ 
noon. During Monday night and Tuesday 
the remains were assorted out, and those 
pieces that would match were placed in 
caskets by themselves. Friends and rela­ 
tives continued their calls at the Morgue 
Tuesday, in hopes of being able to identify 
some portion or portions of the mangled or 
burned flesh, but in vain. Coroner Ham­ 
ilton visited the seeBe of the explosion 
Tuesday, and recovered about forty pounds 
more of mangled and bruised flesh. 
The Yosemite valley was first made 
known to the public in 1S55. 
From that 
year to 1864, a period of nine years, the 
aggregate number of visitors was 653. In 
the latter year it was 147. 
This included 
every man, woman and child that entered 
it, of whatever color or condition, except 
Indians. 
In 1865 the number was in­ 
creased to 369 ; 1866, to 438 ; 1867, to 502; 
1868, to 623 ; 1869 (the year the overland 
railroad was completed), to 1,122 ; 1870, to 
1,735; 1871. to 2,137; 1S72, to 2,354; 
1873, to ’2,530 ; 1874, to 2,711. Ir. 1875 it 
began to retrograde a little in number, and 
was 2,423; 1876,1,917; 1S77, to 1,392; 
1878, to 1,183 ; 1879, owing to the Sunday 
School Convention being held there, it 
rallied a little, and was 1,385. Very care­ 
ful inquiry shows that the average expendi­ 
ture of each tourist is §600. 


PEESOUAL NOTES. 


ITEMS OF MINING NEWS. 
The big nugget recently found near Ma­ 
dera, Fresno county, was worth §707 44. 
According to all reports operations at the 
iron mine3, a few miles above Auburn, in 
the way of opening up that immense de­ 
posit of natural wealth, are active. A 
boarding-house is being built, a branch road 
to the mine from the Central Pacific track 
is being graded, and, if reports be true, 
smelting works will be commenced at an 
early day. 
Recently a meeting was held in Mam­ 
moth City, Mono county, by miners and 
residents of the town in general, to con­ 
sider the proposition discussed by certain 
mining companies for a reduction of wages. 
The attendance was large, and the speeches 
made and sympathy expressed were op­ 
posed to any reduction. As the expense of 
living in Mammoth is even greater than in 
Bodie, anything less than §4 per day would 
be very poor pay indeed. It was resolved 
by the meeting that a reduction be resisted. 
The bonanza silver ledge of Shasta county 
has been discovered at last, says the Cou­ 
rier. A ledge of quartz from 75 to 90 feet 
in width, and traceable for a distance of 
six miles, was discovered a few days ago 
by some of Potter's men while prospecting 
on Iron Mountain, northwest of town. 
The ledge runs through the land belonging 
to Camden & Magee, on Iron Mountain, 
and it is on their possessions that the pros­ 
pecting has been done. Assays from the 
ore give returns of from §160 to §600 per 
ton. Outside of Carnden & Magee’s boun­ 
dary, locations have been made by whole­ 
sale, and great excitement exists iu mining 
circles hereabouts in consequence of the 
discovery. 
Some parties working in this district, 
says the Nevada Transcript, recently sunk 
an incline and found a good ledge. They 
then went down into a ravine near by and 
started a tunnel to reach the incline. After 
running about 150 feet, they began to won­ 
der why the ledge was not encountered, 
and had a survey made. The survey found 
that they had pushed the tunnel to within 
some 40 feet of the ledge, then in making 
a turn to avoid had ground lost their bear­ 
ings and started back nearly parallel with 
the first portion of the drift. Had they 
continued working in this manner a few 
days longer, they would have struck a 
ledge of daylight by emerging from the 
face of the bank less than a hundred feet 
below the point where they started, aud 
thus had a tunnel with a double mouth. 
The boys' feel badly sold, and say that 
hereafter if they want to dig a well even 
they will first get a surveyor to lay out the 
work for them. A case similar to this, 
only a little more so, occurred in Dutch 
Flat several years ago, and the miners 
there laugh over it to this day. 
ANCIENT QUARTZ W0RKER3. 
The Minneapolis (Minn.) Tribune of Feb- 
bruary 2d, iu giving the proceedings of the 
Historical Society there, says a paper was 
presented by Miss Frances E. Babbitt con­ 
sidering the subject of ancient quartz 
workers, basing the conclusion upon the 
discoveries of Professor W inchell at Little 
Falls and surrounding points. A t that 
place the Professor discovered, in 1S76, a 
number of quartz chips which bore evidence 
of having been cut from the parent rook by 
the hand of man. He further concluded 
that the quartz workers inhabited this 
country before the mound-builders’ race ; 
he found these chips in strata underlying 
the mound-building period. 
He there­ 
fore fixes the era of the quartz workers 
as that ending with the last glacial 
period. 
It is often disputed, however, 
whether these quartz remains belong 
to a past glacial folk, or to a co-glacial, 
inter-glacial or pre-glacial people, the 
question being difficult to decide because 
the remains found and noted by Professor 
Winchell, which are surface deposits, are 
so scattered aud irregular. At Little Falls, 
however, there have been discovered quartz 
chips and implements occupying a regular 
strata in the earth. The remains consist of 
hammers, implements, etc., both finished 
and unfinished, together with the chips 
struck off from the articles in the process of 
manufacture. The material of which they 
are composed is principally compact, lus­ 
trous quartz, frequently mottled as if se­ 
lected with an eye to the artistic beauty. 
The stratum is some few inches in thick­ 
ness and lies in the soil a few feet below 
the surface. The appearances indicate that 
this was once the site of a manufactory of 
such quartz <ffijects,-and this idea is up­ 
held by various considerations. There 
are tools found such as would be 
used in the manufacture of quartz articles, 
and the whole stratum is mixed with 
quartz chips which in many cases appear 
Btuck in the dirt just as they fell from the 
hand of the unknown. Unfinished imple­ 
ments are also found in more or less ad­ 
vanced stages of manufacture. It is not 
possible to fix the precise point occupied by 
these remains in the scale of the glacial 
epoch until the drift features and surround­ 
ing formations of the locality shall be better 
understood than now. Still, it is certain 
that the remains belong to a paleolithic peo­ 
ple—that i.«, a people living before the end of 
the last glacial period, because they are 
deposited in a drift which is known to be 
of glacial origin. The hard pan upon 
which the qnartz formation lie is propably 
of the first glacial period, and the quartz 
may belong to an inter-glacial epoch.

Drury Melone is a very zealous and active 
Blaine man ; is in correspondence with him, 
and doing ail he can to secure the vote of the 
California delegation for that statesman in 
the National Republican Convention. 
Creed Haymond would go to the Chicago 
Convention if sent as a delegate from Cali­ 
fornia. 
Grove L. JohnRon is a Republican candi­ 
date for Congress from the Second California 
District. 
George Cadwalader favors the nomination 
of Washburneby the Republicans, and thinks 
Field would be au eligible candidate on the 
Democratic ticket.

THE STOEM. 


ITS BACKBONE BELIEVED TO BE BROKEN. 


Condition of the Rivers and Levees—Notes 
of Interest—On the M ount­ 
ains—Yolo—Trains. 


The R ecord-U nion’s detailed report of the 
great storm closed at 2 A. M. yesterday. The 
rain fell heavily until 3 a. m., when it lessened 
considerably, and from that time until 9 A. M. 
fell without violence. At 10 it ceased, the 
wind, which had been fluctuating from east to 
west, finally settled steadily in the southwest. 
The solemn dark gray of the sky was at this 
hour relieved by a line of light along the 
northwestern horizon, and presently, as the 
murky curtain broke into a whitening fringe 
and began to lift, losing its leaden hue as it 
was driven up the vaulted firmament, a long, 
blue streak of sky appeared, the first bit of 
sky-blue which had been visible for more than 
two days. Presently it broadened and 
lengthened, and then, as it widened, blue 
patches were -een here and there between the 
rifts in the defeated clouds, and directly the 
sun struggled through the gloom and put to 
rapid flight the breaking masses of storm- 
clouds. Meanwhile, far down the southeast­ 
ern horizon a long, low frowning line of dense 
rain-clouds were seen sweeping off to the east 
and around to the north, and these diminished 
not at all for four or five hours, but in long 
trooping lines rolled along freighted with rain 
and snow, aud finally massed and hung over 
the distant Sierra tops, upon which ^they 
could be seen discharging their wrath. Thus 
it was that we had 
SUNSHINE AND CLEAR SKIES 
Over the valley and rain and snow upon the 
mountains, and the beholder had but to half 
turn bis head to witness the anger of the latter 
or bask in the smiles of the former. At noon 
it was very evident that the backbone of the 
great storm hail been broken, and men on all 
hands congratulated each other on this tri­ 
umph of nature over herself. The barometer 
steadily and slowly ruse—a gratifying fact, 
for a sudden chauge either way is not a pleas­ 
ant indication on the part of “ the machine 
that cannot lie.” The slow and agreeable 
change went on, the instrument showing, for 
instance, at 2 P. M. 29.78, and at 8 P. M. 29.89. 
At the same time the thermometer rose, the 
temperature being very plainly marked as 
much warmer. This was not bo pleasant, as it 
was the general wish that cool weather 
should continue, to the end that the mountain 
snows should not be melted rapidly and swell 
the streams disagreeably.# Accommodating 
nature responded to the wish of man, aud at 
4 p. m. the thermometer began to fall, and 
kept up its descent until 8 P. 51., when 
it registered 49°, and after that there was 
no interest in watching it, except to 
Sergeant Sickler of the Signal Service, who 
moves, breathes and exists in the midst of a 
perfect armory of meteorological apparatus, 
and whose tastes incline to the study of 
scales, registers and fractions of inches of 
RAINFALL. 
He estimates by the Smithsonian gauge in 
use in his office that the rainfall for the 
twenty-four hours ending at 8 o’clock and two 
minutes last evening—and that two minutes 
is a regulation division of time that Uncle 
Sam insists upon—was 3.09 inches. This 
would give from 8:02 P. M. on Monday to the 
close of the storm 8.37 inches of rainfall, and 
for the mouth rf April 13.84 inches, and tor 
the season 25.33 inches. 
According to the gauge kept by S. H. 
Gerri-h, a somewhat different record is made 
up, but the Signal Service pluviometer is 
fixed upon a high roof, while that of Mr. 
Gerrish rests upon the ground. The latter 
gives the rainfall for Monday at .472 inches, 
Tuesday 5.100, Wednesday 1.784 (the even 
days being given, it will be observed.) This 
makes a total for the month of 11.590, aud 
for the season 22.535. In 1S79 to date, by 
the same record, we had 10.012 ; 1S78, 22.802 ; 
1877, S. 100; 1870,25.580 inches. In April, 
1850, there fell 4.330 inches, and in April, 
1854, 4.250 inches. These were the heaviest 
rainfalls in the “ month of showers ” ever 
known in California since the American oc­ 
cupation until the present year. 
At 10 o’clock last night there were some in­ 
dications of more rain, as the sky became in 
part overcast, and heavy rain-clouds were 
banked in the far southeast; but in the west 
it was a clear sky, and over all a bright moon 
shone. 
THE RIVERS. 
The Sacramento river, hy the K-street 
gauge, at 9 a. m. yesterday stood 22 feet 9 
inches; at 10:30, 22:11; at 12, noon, 23:2; at 
I P. M., 23:3; at 3 P. M., 23:4; at 7 P. M., 
23:9; at 10 P. M., 24 feet even, and at mid­ 
night it stood 24:1. The indications point to 
still higher water, and it is entirely probable 
that the high water of 1878 will be reached— 
25:11J—which occurred February 20th of 
that year, at 8 r. M. Drift wood came 
down the river all day freely, indicating 
that much of the water was from far up the 
stream and that it was supplied largely also 
from overflow waters, and that the basins up­ 
stream had filled and reached the river level 
probably on the east side of the river mainly. 
From the lower islands no definite reports 
are at hand—only general statements of 
passers-by on steamers that the levees are 
holding well. Those here well posted on 
island levees are divided in opinion as to the 
capacity of Grand Island defenses to resist 
present high water, but it is certain swamp 
land men are very uneasy about the situa­ 
tion.Rumors were rife at noon that the levees 
at Merkley’s, Lovedall’s and Flint’s ranches 
were iu danger. About that hour Mr. Merk- 
ley came up to the city to procure levee sacks, 
and said the levees held well, but confessed 
that he felt uneasy about them aud was mak­ 
ing preparations to sack the levee on the 
slightest indication of weakness or overtop­ 
ping. At 11:30 P. M. a rumor was afloat that 
the Merkley levee had given way, but it 
could not be traced to any reliable source. 
Should any of the river levees below the city 
go, back water would probably come up to 
the Y street levee but could not otherwise 
affect this city in any way. 
TOE A5IERICAN. 
The interest of the people in the American 
river levee all day yesterday and during last 
evening was a striking illustration of the 
eagerness and willingness of the majority of 
citizens, that any possible threat or menace 
in that direction shall be removed utterly by 
making that levee impregnable, and so strong 
and high as to give coutidence to the most 
timorous, and call on no one to found his 
faith iu the opinion of any one as to the ca­ 
pacity of that defense to resist high waters. 
These ideas were common on street, in store, 
shop and factory, all over the city yesterday, 
and comments oh the subject formed the 
current topic of conversation wherever one 
went. A reporter of the RECORD-UNION 
went over the north and east levees between 
12 noon and 3:30 P. M., from above the old 
beet-sugar works down to the city front, and 
also went out to the river chanuel at Twelfth 
street. All along the line he found that the 
Levee Commissioners have watchmen sta­ 
tioned, provided with shovels to dig . ul and 
fill in any gopher holes that may develop. 
Over the whole line he found the back-water 
of the river touching the levee, but in no 
place was it high, and the whole inspection 
developed the fact that the American, 
up to 3:30, 
was not as high as at 
one time in 1878. 
At the lowest po'nt 
on the levee—at Rabel’s tannery, the 
old sore spot—the water was seven 
feet below the levee top by vertical measure­ 
ment. The river was rising quite rapidly. 
Smith’s Gardens were under water, and op­ 
posite Hooker’s ranch the fields were over­ 
flowed outside the levee, while the current— 
a quarter of a mile away—was angry and 
crowned with white cape. The water on the 
flat lands outside the levee in that vicinity 
was from four to five feet deep. He met ex­ 
Trustee Knox, who expressed the opinion 
that the river would have to rise seven feet 
more to endanger the levee at alL Above the 
old beet-sugar works several gopher-holes 
were seen near the top of the levee on the 
outer slope. On the levee above Smith’s 
Gardens and out to far beyond the beet-sugar 
factory no watchmen were seen during the 
ride; but below that point there were fully a 
dozen men looking after the levees. The 
country road crossing from Twelfth street to 
Lisle’s bridge was washed over by back water, 
and a gully was wearing steadily down into 
the grade. At the north end of Lisle’s bridge 
the river had left its banks and was run­ 
ning over the grade furiously. On this 
side it had not, at 3 o’clock p. M.t 
reached the bridge approaches. The party 
residing on the grade at this end of the bridge 
was busy leveeing in his place to keep out 
any water consequent upon a greater rise of 
the river. The observation along the whole 
line showed the levees unharmed by water, 
no currents cutting them, the body of the 
river running in its channel, the rise being 
of no great proportions, and no cause for ap­ 
prehension could be found. The river was 
steadily coming up and the outlook was for 
plenty of high water. The impression given 
one by a ride over the levee is that there 
are few finer structures and that it is equal 
to very severe strains and trials on the part 
of both currents and high waters, but that it 
has low points that need raising, and that a 
general raising would meet w ith popular ap- 
Droval.THE LATEST FROM THE AMERICAN. 
A reporter of the R e co rd -U n io n went 
over the north levee last night between 10 and 
II o’clock, from Seventh street to the railroad 
bridge, and out on the trestle to the bridge, 
and thence back over the levees to Front 


street. At Twelfth street the river showed 
evidences of steady rising, the back-water 
being still and allowing close measurement. 
Further up there was noticed a current in 
the back-water which was not observable in 
the afternoon. At the junction of the trestle- 
work and the levee a much stronger body of 
water was running than in the afternoon. 
The waters showed a rise of about two feet 
ten inches from 3:30 P. M. to 11 p. M. 
From 10 to 12 o’clock set marks at different 
points registered a rise of nearly four inches. 
At Sixteenth street some low outside levees 
about Chinese gardens were overtopped aud 
swept away, which at 3:30 were fully one foot 
out of water. The rise from 8 to 10 o’clock 
was judged to have been more rapid than be­ 
fore or since. U nder the railroad trestle and 
bridge the current is Very strong and angry. 
While the river is thus recorded as still on 
the upward path at midnight, dispatches from 
Folsom say that at 7 P. m. at that place the 
American stood at twenty-four feet six inches 
and was falling. This will probably be re­ 
flected by a fall of the river here at about 9 
o’clock this morning, but may be followed by 
an equally sudden rise, as the headwaters are 
known to be very copious and all the moun­ 
tain streams gorged. At this writing the 
American may be said to be, below Twenty- 
second street, ten feet below the levee top. 
No watchmen were met on the levee last 
night on the trip up to the railroad bridge 
and back. 
drainage matters. 
The unparalleled fall of rain the past three 
days has been too much for the city sewers, 
and they have not been equal to the task of 
carrying off the drainage as fast as it accumu­ 
lated. The result has been a general delug­ 
ing of a number of low-grade streets and the 
flooding of many yards and cellars. While 
the north part of the city has had much of 
this trouble, the southerly section has suffered 
most. From Ninth street to Nineteenth, on 
O and P streets, the whole section 
has 
been more or less flooded by 
the shed of water from the lands 
east of the city. This was occasioned by the 
inability of Bums’ slough to carry off the 
water. It passes through the railroad grade 
between Eighteenth and Nineteenth streets 
by a 32-inch pipe. After much discussion 
the grade was cut last evening and the sur­ 
plus waters of the drain allowed to flow 
through. This, it is believed, will prevent 
further deposition of 
drainage below 
Eighteentli street and allow that already in 
yards and basements to run off, as the sewers 
and drains are all free and are doing full 
duty, and if Burns’ slough is compelled to 
carry its burden through thegrade the residents 
below will be protected by the local sewers. 
Residents beyond R street and above Six­ 
teenth street last evening petitioned Superin­ 
tendent Davis to cut the Y-street levee and 
let the waters off that way, as he had done 
the R-street grade. The R and Eighteenth 
street work was done under his personal su­ 
pervision, aud the sides of the cut were 
banked up with sand-bags furnished by the 
railroad company. 
The cut was made 
directly over the cement pipe of the 
drain. Mayor Turner objected to the cut­ 
ting, while Superintendent Davis was in favor 
of it. The railroad grade at Sixth street 
was cut Tuesday night over the sewer, 
to give greater outlet for drainage 
water, and last night it was enlarged. In no 
city situated similar to this, on a plain, could 
a like rainfall occur and not result in the 
street and yard floods above mentioned. As 
it is, many nice gardens will have to be re­ 
made, many cellars cleaned and some base­ 
ment stories refurnished—that in the resi­ 
dence of Superintendent Davis himself is 
one. Outside of Thirty-first street are 2,000 
acres of land, higher than the city grades. 
All this land received upon it Monday and 
Tuesday nearly five and one-half inches of 
rain, and all this fall, by our present system 
of drainage, flows down into the city. This 
fact accounts for the flooding of streets and 
yards in certain sections. Burns’ slough is 
supposed to receive this drainage, but when 
it is overtaxed the result can only be as re-, 
corded. 
THE WASHINGTON LEVEE. 
Some of the residents of Washington, on 
the other side of the Sacramento, worked 
nobly yesterday, and piled a wall of sacks 
and dirt on the outer side of the levee, where 
it was in a most dangerous condition. But 
for this the town would have been flooded. 
At midnight the sacks were protecting the 
levee, though a strong current setting across 
from the American was washing against 
them. 
The levee evidently was strong 
enough to last until to-day, when it is un­ 
derstood it will be faced with stone. 
ON THE 5IOCNTAINS. 
The rain which set in Wednesday evening 
at Cisco, Emigrant Gap and Blue Canyou, 
continued until 8 o’clock yesterday morning, 
when snow began again at all points where it 
had been snowing. The rain fell at Blue 
Canyon during thirteen hours, eight hours at 
Emigrant Gap, aud but little at Cisco. Last 
night at 12 o’clock all the telegraph wires east 
of Summit were down. By means of a tele­ 
phone line it is learned that there were seven 
or eight slides yesterday between Summit 
and Truckee, and that 
sheds were 
down in many places, though to what 
extent it was not known. It is supposed 
that a force of men are working their way 
through the slides. The road is free from 
snow west of Cisco, but between that point 
aud Summit there are several bad slides, 
though two plows are working at them and 
they will be cleared away by 4 o’clock this 
morning. At 1 o’clock it is snowing hard at 
Cisco, with the barometer registering 22.60; 
at Emigrant Gap a light snow, mingled with 
rain, is falling, and at points west it is cloudy, 
with a south breeze. 
P. F. Scott, Superintendent of all the sheds 
west of Summit, last night completed a care­ 
ful examination of those not fallen, and re­ 
ports them entirely safe, provided no heavy 
slides descend or the weather becomes more 
severe. He has a large number of men em­ 
ployed shoveling the snow from off them. 
AN IMMENSE LAND SLIDE 
Came down from the mountain side at 1 P. M. 
yesterday, about one-quarter of a mile east 
of Emigrant Gap, hurling along with it 
b.nvlders weighing many tons. Where it 
descended the track is above an immense 
gorge, and the roadway dug in the side of the 
mountain. The debris buried the track for a 
distance of 300 feet and to the average depth 
of twenty feet. Men at once began shovel­ 
ing to clear away the mass of stone and earth, 
but cannot finish the work in four days. 
Miners residing thereabouts say that the 
easiest method of accomplishing the task is 
by means of sluices, water-power being near 
by. E. C. Fellows, Assistant General Su­ 
perintendent, and L. M. Clements, Assistant 
Chief Engineer, went up from San Francisco 
by special car last night to judge of the 
feasibility of the undertaking. If nothing 
occurs east of Alta the road is expected 
to 
be 
open 
to-day, 
except 
at 
the 
land-slide, 
and 
eastern 
trains 
will come down to that place and 
passengers, express and mails be transferred 
from one overland train to another until the 
route is clear. If the sluicing operation 
proves successful, the obstacle may be re­ 
moved and the entire injury repaired to-day, 
though little can be determined upon until 
daylight. Superintendent Pratt, with his 
hundreds of assistants, are laboring manfully 
between Cisco and Truckee. 
TRAINS AND FREIGHT. 
The overland train from San Francisco 
came up by Tracy 3nd Stockton yesterday, 
owing to the high waters in the tules 
making it possibly dangerous for a heavy 
train to come across the marches. It did not 
arrive here until nearly C o’clock. The 
lightning train, however, arrived on time last 
evening, having come by the Benicia route. 
The track is slightly under water and 
sinking a little at some places, conse­ 
quently no freights were sent out by 
that route during the night. The regu­ 
lar Oregon train did not arrive here 
yesterday. It stopped at Wheatland, and 
the mails, express and passengers were trans­ 
ferred on hand cars across Bear river, which 
for one mile was running over the track, 
having badly injured the trestle-work. They 
were then brought down by a freight engine, 
arriving here at 5 o’clock last evening. Fas- 
sengers will be thus transferred until the 
waters go down, but no freight trains will be 
sent out. 
NOTES. 
Superintendent Wright, of the Sacramento 
and Placerville Railroad, yesterday strength­ 
ened the railroad grade at Eighteenth and R 
streets, where drainage-water was washing a 
new-made fill in a trestle. 
General Superintendent Towne has notified 
Resident Engineer Wilkinson, of the Central 
Pacific Railroad, to render all assistance 
needed by our Levee Commissioners in pro­ 
tecting the city defenses, and to furnish men 
and material if needed. There will probably 
be no necessity for a serious call upon the 
company under this offer, as everything is 
now sound and tight, and will remain bo un­ 
less a renewal of the storm or unexpected de­ 
scent of water in the rivers makes a new situ­ 
ation. 
Late last night examination showed that 
the drainage water in all the north part of the 
city is rapidly running off. 
The street cars have missed no trips an ac­ 
count of the storm. 
At 11:30 last night a shower of rain fell, 
and rain-clouds patched the sky. The breeze 
stiffened a little, and the appearance gave 
promise cf more, but probably not heavy 
rains, as the clouds were not banked or 
dense. Showers, brief and light, continue to 
tall at this writing, 2 A. M. 
The storm has drowned out most of tie 
rats in the city, but there are enough left be­ 
hind to attend the funerals. 
The storm kilted off great numbers of house 
swallows, and they are found dead in every 
block. This will "be glorious news for the 
mosquitoes, and bad for people who rely on 
the little black-coated gentry to eat np the 
gnati and “ sich” as they do. 


BOARD OF SUPERVISORS. 
The Board of Supervisors on Tuesday re­ 
ceived a petition of residents asking for the 
abandonment of the Kiddeu and Linargo 
road. It was filed and notice ordered to pe­ 
titioners to file the bond required by law. 
The petition of D. E. Alexander was re­ 
ceived asking for cancellation of taxes for 
1872 on 36 feet 61 inches of lot 8, N and O, 
Fourth aud Fifth streets. It was referred to 
the District Attorney. 
The bond of McEwing et als., for the 
survey of a certain road in District No. 11 
was approved. 
Yesterday the Board received the petition 
of residents for the abandonment of a certain 
road, anda bond being filed, James Fraly, 
A. M. Plummer and J. C. Pierson were ap­ 
pointed viewers. 
The petition of W. A. Butterfield was re­ 
ceived, asking for the cancellation of taxes 
for the year 1862-3 on the south half of lot 3, 
F and G, Sixth and Seventh streets, and the 
same was referred to the District Attorney. 
A communication was received from J. L. 
Orcutt & Son, asking for a lease of the lower 
floor of the Pavilion for one year from May 
1st, to pack wool iu, aud offering to pay §350 
rent therefor. 
Supervisor Blair moved that the lower part 
of the brick section of the Pavilion be rented 
to the Sacramento Light Artillery. The 
whole matter was laid over until April 23d. 
These claims were allowed: Jas. Lansing, 
$22; W. F. tjjiggs, §10 50. 
The Board then adjourned to visit the 
north and east levees. It will meet again at 
10 a. si. tosday. 
BRIEF REFERENCE. 
The case of W. I). Stafford, an insurance 
solicitor, charged with embezzling the funds 
of an Eastern insurance company, was called 
in Justice Haines’ Court yesterday, and the 
afternoon was spent in securing a jury. 
There was a pleasant social party Wednes­ 
day evening at the residence of Mrs. M. M. 
Blakeney, at Eighth street, given in honor of 
Mrs. Bowers, of San Francisco. 
Quito a number of persons were out on the 
levees yesterday shooting hare, which had 
been driven from the brush by the high wa­ 
ters. 
The only arrests made j-esterday were T. 
M. Lash and Martin Devine, for battery, by 
officer Lee. 
Mrs. Hermon Perry gave her regular 
weekly reception at the Seminary last even­ 
ing. 
B urns’ S lough.—Burns’ slough has been 
occasioning difficulty again. It has failed to 
carry the waters sent to it and discharge 
them through the Il-street embankment. 
As a consequence gardens arc destroyed, 
cottage-dwellers driven out. basements flood­ 
ed, streets drenched aud much damage done. 
People all through the south part of the 
city constantly ask now, “ Ih this always to 
be ?” “ Shall that slough, a mere drain, al­ 
ways menace us ?” The answer has not yet 
been given. 
Burn’s slough drains 2,000 
acres of land and more outside the city lim­ 
its, but within the levee boundaries. There 
is no reason in the world why that drain­ 
age should be poured upon the people’s 
houses within the city limits, as hap-’ 
pens every time there is a heavy rain. 
One season that slough in part cost the city 
thousands of dollars for pumping of drainage 
water over the R-street grade. The senti­ 
ment of all the people in the south end is in 
favor of turniug that slough beyond and east 
of Poverty Ridge, by changing its channel 
and raising a street grade sufficiently to force 
the waters from the catchment described into 
the slough. This would seem to be the wise 
thing to do, and the sooner the better, for 
periodically the sluugh as it now runs gives a 
bad name to the citv, and all the land cries 
out Sacramento is Hooded when in fact only 
her largest sewer has overflowed. 
A ctivity in R eal E state. — There is 
greater activity in real estate in Oakland 
and San Francisco now than for five .years’ 
past. The market is freer and local invest­ 
ments more plenty. Such is the truth, but 
let it be added also that there is a better feel­ 
ing in Sacramento regarding real estate now 
than at this time last year, and the promise 
is—not for a boom, for Sacrameuto has no 
speculative real estate market—but for the 
speedy erection of many homes, and for large 
investments in grounds for the erection of 
dwellings thereon at a later date, and for an 
appreciation of real estate values throughout 
the city. 
State.me.nt of B usiness M en.—The firm 
of Locke & Lavenson, carpet dealers of this 
city, say, iu illustrating the business boom at 
the East, that manufacturers there, when ac­ 
cepting orders of California merchants, reply 
that they will tile their orders and fill them 
as soon as they can make the goods. One 
firm replied recently: “ There are 10,009 
packages to be made ahead of yours.” The 
firm is advised that there is a general ad­ 
vance in nearly all the lines of tapestry. 
I t Is Coming.—The business boom is the 
current topic in business circles. It is the 
universal belief of all classes of tradesmen, 
merchants and manufacturers that the busi­ 
ness boom, now so pronouuced at the East, 
will reach this State about the 1st of Septem­ 
ber next. The opinion is unanimous that the 
season now opening will be the best ever 
kuown to Sacramento since the Washoe ex­ 
citement, and that in fact “ the good time’s 
coming.” Let it come right along. 
T he R iprapping.—Parties who yesterday 
came over the Vallejo road, and are specially 
qualified to judge, declare that the riprapping 
of the railroad grade between here aud Da- 
visville is one of the best specimens of that 
work on the continent, aud is simply impreg­ 
nable to any wash of the tule waters. How 
would sotoa of that style of work do on our 
levees, for instance ? 
Special Officers.—The prisoners at the 
station-house having been removed to the 
open rooms above on account of the damp­ 
ness in the cells, Chief Karcher has employed 
Emile Nerison, Charles Crowley, Frank H. 
Lambert and .Tames Coffee as special police­ 
men, and detailed them to watch the pris­ 
oners, so other officers can attend to their 
beats as usual. 


SAN FRANCISCO ITEMS. 


[From our Son Francisco exchanges of April 21st.] 
There are 410 miles of streets in the city, 
and 50 miles of county roads. 
The overland train with the Eastern ex­ 
cursionists on board, has not yet arrived, 
being delayed at Truckee by the storm. 
It was due here to-day. 
Kearney's fine of §1,000, imposed by 
Judge Itix, can be collected only by civil 
suit against Kearney himself, his bonds­ 
men, it is alleged, not beiüg responsible.

Judge Rix yesterday settled the state­ 
ment on appeal in the case of L. J. Gan­ 
non, found guilty of having used incen­ 
diary language on the sand-lot, and the pa­ 
pers have been Bent to the Superior Court. 
Selden S. Wright, E. C. Dozier and J. 
W. Brumagin, appraisers of the estate of 
the late Dr. Hugh Huger Toland, have 
tiled their sworn inventory and appraise­ 
ment of the estate. 
The total value of 
the estate is appraised at §405,305 CO. 
County Clerk Stuart, being in doubt as 
to the meaning and intent of the Act pro­ 
viding for the drawing of jurors, has ob­ 
tained a ruling from Judge Daingerfield, 
Presiding Judge of the Superior Court, to 
the effect that he deposit the pieces of 
paper having thereon the names of persons 
to serve as grand and petit jurors for the 
year 1880 in a box called a “ jury box,” 
and that when required he shall draw 
therefrom grand or trial jurors as may be 
required by the Court. Under the old 
law the names of grand and petit jurors 
were drawn from different boxes, but the 
new law is construed to mean the mixing 
of the names of the 200 grand jurors with 
the 1,200 petit jurors.

FOLLOW 
YOUR 
LEADER. 


H ow a New O rleans M erah an t R eform ed a 
N ew Y ork Club. 
The late Thomas H. Smith, of New 
York, whose enormous tea store in South 
street, near Dover street, fifty years ago, 
extended through to Water and was a hun­ 
dred feet w ide and the wonder of the city 
when it was built, besides being the great­ 
est tea merchant-of his city, was very fond 
of fun. 
He was President of a club 
called the “ Fire Club.” 
It held its meet­ 
ings in Franklin square, on the corner of 
Dover street. Boys have a mode of amuse­ 
ment called “ Follow your leader.” 
This 
was adopted by the club of which Smith 
was President. 
Many men who are now 
aged and respected in-n, or dead, belonged 
to the “ Fire C lub”—Joseph Foulke. a 
trader at Curacoa, a Dutch island in the 
W est Indies, and the Staggs. 
There was 
old Peter Stags, cashier of the City Bank, 
and John and Benjamin Stagg. There was 
old Matthias Bruen and many more whose 
names were on the club list. 
They gave 
grand suppers and their entertainments 
were very expensive. 
They would invite 
a guest to these suppers, explain the rules, 
and if he refused to join or could not 
carry out the idea the fine was one dozen of 
champagne. 
These fines were occasioned 
by a refusal to follow the leader. 
On one 
occasion a great cotton merchant from New 
Orleans was a guest. 
He agreed to all 
the conditions. It was late in tlie evening, 
in the dead of the winter. 
The ice in the 
East River was floating up and down with 
every change of tide. 
“ Follow your 
leader!” shouted Smith, and out of the 
warm, luxurious club rooms poured the 
members of the club. 
Out of the square 
and around the corner into Dover street. 
“ Follow your leader!” and on rushed 
Smith with thirty men behind him down 
Dover, past Water, past Front iuto South 
and thence on to the pier. 
One of Smith’s 
own ships lay at the dock. 
A lighter lay 
inside of the main wharf. 
“ Follow your 
leader ! ” cried Smith, as he plunged from 
the deck into the water. 
Some drew back 
bat others followed the leader, who suc­ 
ceeded in getting out of the ice-water on 
to the lighter, and from thence to the dock; 
and shouting “ Follow your leader!” he 
led off in his frozen clothes up Dover and 
into the room of the club. Plunge, plunge, 
plunge, one after another, and so on, until 
all had accomplished the freezing and dan­ 
gerous feat. 
The Southern cotton mer­ 
chant was last. 
Some of the regular club 
members remained until they saw him 
reach the dock safely, and there they left 
him shivering. 
He did not remain long. 
As he walked up from the dock he noticed 
a large store open on South street. 
It was 
a shop of wholesale and retail ship stores. 
“ I have met with an accident. Give me 
a glass of cognac, hot, with sugar and 
water.” 
It was done, and he drank it. 
“ Do you keep gunpowder?” he asked. 
Receiving an affirmative reply he bought 
aud paid for half a keg and then took it 
away to the club-room. 
At the door were 
standing Mr. Lowe and Mr. Town, two 
members of the club. 
The latter ex­ 
claimed : “ Brave Southern stranger, you 
have passed the ordeal safely. 
You are 
now leader, and we are deputed to place 
the club under your command, if you 
choose to exert your sacred privilege. ” 
“ Thanks, my friends, I shall do so, but 
I will not ask you to go out of the room 
this cold night. 
Let us drink,” aud as he 
entered the cloak-room he sought a side 
closet where he hung his cloak. 
There he 
placed the keg, and then returned and took 
a seat at the long, solid mahogany table. 
President Smith called the club to order. 
The stewards for the night opened a dozen 
of champagne amid shouts, calls and songs 
of the most stirring character. 
“ Order! 
Come to order!” exclaimed 
President 
Smith. 
When order was partially restored 
he said : “ Members of the club, our guest 
has passed the icy ordeal; he has now the 
right of becoming the leader for the bal­ 
ance of the night or until a failure in our 
sacred rites. 
What says he ?” 
The cotton merchant took from his bosom 
a bundle of tow and laid it on the table. 
All eyes were fixed upon him. 
“ I accept 
the command. 
I will lead now. 
Wait 
until I give the word, and then do as you 
see me do.” 
By this time he had spun the tow into a 
string that would reach from the table to 
the grate. 
He placed a tumbler on one 
end of the tow to hold it on the table and 
then passed the other to the pan under the 
grate and made that fast with a piece of 
coal from the coal-scuttle. 
Not a single 
word was spoken. 
All felt that something 
unusual was to occur. 
The cotton mer­ 
chant now went deliberately to the closet, 
and returning with the keg took his seat. 
Then he went to work and removed the 
hoops until he could take out the head of 
the little keg. 
Not a soul moved. 
Then 
he took a very little of what appeared to 
beblacksand in his hand, walked to the fire 
and flung it in. 
The considerable explo­ 
sion which followed startled all. 
“ Pow­ 
der, by Jupiter,” exclaimed Smith. 
The 
cotton merchant took the end of the tow- 
line from the glass and pushed it down 
deep into the powder in the keg, and then 
he reseated himself. 
“ Now, Mr. Presi- 
dent-and members of the club, I wish you 
to hear what I have to say. 
You have tried 
my pluck. 
I came from a hot climate aud 
you have made me go through an icy or­ 
deal. 
It Í3 my time now, but I will not be 
so cruel. 
I will give you a fiery ordeal to 
go through. 
If you staud it you will never 
need any more wine, and if you do not the 
fines will amount to a small fortune and 
you will have enough to lastyourclubayear. 
Look at me.” He walked to the tire, kicked 
off the coal lump and placed the other end 
of the tow-line in the red-hot coals. 
Then 
he walked back, and, as he brought his 
fist down upon the table he said in tones of 
thunder as he sat down : 
“ Keep your 
seats and thu3 follow your leader. 
The 
fire curled up in fitful spouts from the 
burning tow. 
It burnt over the pan, and 
the flames began to crawl along the car­ 
pet. 
It had some eighteen feet to go. 
iSixty and odd eyes watched the train. 
One man rose from his seat, then another. 
Finally one exclaimed : 
“ \Ve shall all be 
blown to old Nick !” and made for the 
door. 
The panic increased. 
Down stairs 
the club members plunged like a flock of 
sheep. 
Even old Smith, the President, 
was among the first to bolt from the room. 
Before the tow-line had burned as far as 
the table all were gone but the cotton mer- 
chaut. 
As soon as he saw that he was 
alone he got up, placed his foot upon the 
burning tow and quietly extinguished it. 
Then he opened the window and emptied 
th e keg iuto the snsw, and again resumed 
his seat. 
He waited a long time for the 
return of the club members ; one by one 
th e y did come back. 
There cotton sat un­ 
til Smith took his seat as President. “ Now 
c a ll for fines,” he said, and‘a severe lecture 
h e gave them for their follies and cow­ 
ardice. 
The club died long ago.—[N. Y. 
World. 


THE 
MISSOURI 
DISASTER. 


A d d itio n al P a rtic u la rs o f th e W ork o f th e 
H u rrican e. 


(Delayed Dispatch.) 
S t 
Louis, April 19th. — Telegraphic 
communication with Marshfield was re­ 
stored to-night, but only one wire was 
working. 
Captain C. W. Rogers, General 
Manager of the St. Louis and San Fran­ 
cisco Railroad, received the following from 
D. H. Nichols, Assistant Superintendent : 
Advices are coming in constantly from dif­ 
ferent parts of the country, showing that 
manyare killed or injured in remote dis­ 
tricts. 
It is believed that many farmers’ 
families have been killed. 
It is reported 
that aeveu of the wounded on Janies river 
died this afternoon and five at Marshfield. 
A t the latter place all is confusion, and the 
people are in such an excited state that it 
is impossible to get an intelligent report. 
Many families are homeless, and have 
taken refuge in our depet and empty cars 
standing at the station. 
The front rooms 
of the Court-house are still standing and 
have been converted into a morgue. 
The 
school building is used for a hospital. 
Up 
to 7 P. H. there ha3 been a death-listof 78, 
with the prospect of an increase in it be­ 
fore morning. 
Many are yet missing, and 
a number of people have been buried of 
whom there is no record. 
It is impossible to get a list of the dead, 
but the 
following names of prominent 
f 
ersons and their families who have been 
illed were discovered early in the day : 
Mrs. Judge Fegen, Dan. W nght and wife, 
Rev. E. Condo, Matilda Wedemeyer, Fred. 
Wedemeyer, Henry Ballinger, J. M. Leeds, 
wife and two children, Sheriff Johnson’s 


wife, a child of J. L. Rush, Mrs. Todd, Dr. 
Bradford, Sidney Bradford, May Ray and 
child, Mrs. Charles Holley and child, Mrs. 
Matilda Potter, Mrs. F lo ren ce Moore, Hugh 
Kelso. 
_ 
Eighty five of the wounded are in the 
school-house. A great many colored people 
were killed or injured. 
Only fourteen 
buildings were left standing, and not a 
house in town but is more or less injured. 
A large number of citizens from Lebanon 
and Springfield are doing all they can to 
relieve the suffering. 
A car load of pro­ 
visions was sent from Springfield to-day, 
and contributions are coming from all 
towns along the road. 


Colonel T. W . Higginson has been lec­ 
turing before the Harvard students on 
“ The Young Man in Polities,” aud this is 
one of the bits of common sense which he 
administered: “ Every young man about 
to enter a political life should abandon the 
patronizing feeling—the feeling that he 
confers a favor on the community by par­ 
ticipating in its affairs. 
Splendid careers 
are brought to an untimely close simply on 
account of a patronizing way assumed 
toward supposed “ inferiors.” 
In conclu­ 
sion Colonel Higginson said : “ People like 
an independent man, and life is rich in op­ 
portunities in one way or in another.”
